[We formerly gave a fketch of the following, which 
we now give more fully.] 
The Houfe refolved intoa Committee of Supply,

~.. Lord Arpen moved, that 120,000 feamen be grant- 
~ ed for the fervice of the enfuing year. 
Sir Joun Sincrare rofe .o oppofe the motion. In 
_ the _prefent flate of the finances of the country, he 
r hought this ‘mumber much greater than ought to be 
‘“propofed. It certainly was: greater than. the neceflary 
‘number. One ‘hiiddred and ten thoufand men were 
, thought fufficient at-the end of the American war, and 
» that-number was furely more than fufficieat now when 
~ the fleets of the enemy were fo greatly reduced. 
; Mr Pirr obferved, that 110,000 was indeed the 
" greateft number voted in the American war, not becaufe 
+ they ‘were fufficient, but.becaufe it was thought the 
: preatel number the country could bear. But the unparalle- 
" Jed increafe of owr commercial refources had proved that 
_ there was.no reafon for reftriéting this important branch 
« of the-national forces - But would the honourable ba- 
ronet tell him that 110,000 were then fufficient. Let 
“him Took at the hiftory of that war; inftead of blocking 
_ up the fleets of the enemy in their ports, the Britifh 
navy was everywhere inferior to the enemy, and was 
‘only refcued from deftruétion by that gallantry which 
“never deferted it.

Would 
he hold out to the Porte, who too long with fome 
other nations had remained in floth and inactivity, that 
they had formed too ha(ty an opinion of us, when they 
fappofed we fhould aflift them in their efforts? Or the 

King of Naples, who felt that not only the crown, butyhis 
life and dominions, were preserved by the fpirit and 
energy of the Britith Navy, while he was preparing to 
fecond the efforts of that Britith navy, fhould his hope 
be extinguifhed by the cold economy of Britifh coun- 
cils ? Let the Honourable Baronet look to all quarters 
of the Globe—let him look near home, he would fee 
* the enemy blockaded in their own ports—let him look

In the American 
war the naval force of the enemy was 140 fail of the 
line ;* it did not now amount to more than 70, and, if 
110,000 men was enough at that petiod, the propor. 
tional number that ought now to be employed, would 
not be more than 25,000. Unlefs we begin with a 
plan of economy.in time, we cannot expect to fucceed 
in relieving the country from the burdens under which 
it labours. A reduction of the national expenditure 
was neceflary in every point of view ; whether a peace 
was to be obtained, the war to be continued by this 
country with France, or a continental war to be re- 
newed. There were now employed in the fervice of 
the country, 120,000 feamen and 400,000 foldiers, 
Prudence required that this number fhould be gradually 
difcharged ; the peace eftablilhment, when peace fhould 
arrive, could not be more than 30,000 feamen, and 
50,000 foldiers. Thus, no lefs than 350,000 foldiers 
and 90,000 failors would at once be difcharged. This 
was a very ‘alarnting confideration for the country, and 
it would certainly be prudent to difcharge the land and 
fea forcés gradually, and prevent that fhock which fo- 
ciety was to receive from fo great a number of perfons 
unaccultomed to induftrious purfuits,. being at once let 
loofe upon the country. 

Sir Jouw then confidered the queftion under the 
three different heads he had laid down, viz. 4 peace, 
the continuation of the war with France, or a new con 
tinental war; under all thefe fuppofitions he contended, 
that the moft rigid etonomy was néceflary.

' "The followitg’is the lateft advice received in Paris 
of the progrefs of the French army in Egypt.—The 
copies of thefe letters came with the papers received on 
Friday, and are confidered as tolerably authentic : 


EXTRACT. OF AM AUPHENTIC LETTER FROM CAIRO, 
DATED THE 26TH FRUCTIDOR, 6TH yse4R (SEPT. 
12, 1798), FROM AN AID-DE-CAMP OF THE FRENCH 
ARMY TO HIS FATHER. 
“ This letter will be delivered to you by Citizen Ju- 

lien, Commifflary at War, who returns to France for 

the recovery of his health: he has been fo kind as to 
inform me of his intended departure, and to offer me 
his fervices for Paris. I avail myfelf of this opportuni- 
ty to acquaint you with my fituation, and that of our 
victorious army. “Every thing takes the molt advan- 
tageous turd swe have completely got rid of the Ma- 
melucks; Ibrahim Bey is in the defarts of Syria, and 

Mourad Bey in upper Egypt, where he has been de- 

feated by General Defaix.—Preparations are making to 

celebrate, in the moft folemn manner, the anniverfary 
of the foundation of the Republic. ‘This Feftival is to 
be celebrated in. the very place where the General in 

Chief refides ; he intends that day to give a dinner of 

100 covers, to which all the Generals, all the Com- 

manders of Corps, and a great number of Turks of 

diftin@tion to be invited. ‘The Feftival is to begin ear- 
ly in the morning. At eight in the evening, feveral 
horfe and foot races will be given, and at night a fire- 
work.

YELLOW FEVER. 

By the arrival of a merchant thip from America off 
Portland, which failed from New York on the 17th of 
October, and from Bolton on the 25th of the fame 
month, 17 days later than the Packet from Halifax; 
which arrived on Monday, we have fome confolation 
in learning, that the fymptoms of the yellow fever had 
contiderably abated fince the date of the formet ad- 
vices. Unfortunately, however, from the inhabitants 
of New York flocking into that city too early, the 
fever had rather. increafed again. About 1500 petfons 
have fallen a facrifice to it in New York. 
A letter from Philadelphia of the 2ift ult, fates, 
that the number Of deaths in that city was then re- 
duced from 50 to about 20 a-day ; and as the northerly 
winds had then fet in, great hopes were entertained 
that the malady would foon difappear altopether. The 
deaths in Philadelphia in the mopth of September 
amounted to 800, 

Perhaps a more juft idea of the effets of this horrid 
calamity canpot be fortied than from veading the follow. 
ing extract of a letter, dated 


NEW YORK, Ocober 10. 
“ I fear this peftilence may be dreaded as longas war 
continues in the Weft Indies. ‘To give you fome idea 
of what thofe fufler who are unable to fly from it, I 
need.only quote a circumitance in my own family.” A 
poor domettic lies dead in my. houfe of a common dif- 
order, whom I expect to be obliged tq help into her 
coffin, and to cover that coffin in the ground. Not can 
perfons be tempted at any price to perform thefe offices 
for fear of the fever, fome deceits having been prattifed, 
I know not if the man who makes the coffin will [come 
within 100 yards of my houfe. Such is the dread of 
this awful difeafe.””
